, of Scotland, prioted ia your paper of Wedaefday lait ; 
» which points at nothing lefs, than to excite a combination, to 
tradicate a part of God's. creation from the’ face of the earth: 
I mean the poor crows, whch we cannot doubt were formed 
to fulfil fome of the great purpofes of Providence. ‘Though 
thete is no doubt that crows can be taught to fpeak, yet I never 
~ heard that any of them havé been able to write : it is not quite 
fair, therefore, to attack them in a newpaper, where it is im- 
pollible fer them to make an anfver to any accufation that muy 
be rought again? them: For this reafon I have taken up my 
pea in their behalf 

Were I to addrefs the farmers of Scotland, inftead of calling 
‘Of their atientica from their proper butinefs, to mind what the 
Crows are about, ang ro furm a militia to defend’ them againft 
their depredations, I would call upon them to attend more 

fely to their proper bufinefs, and, by improvements in agri- 
culture, to fecure themf&lies not only againit crows, but againit 
all other birds, and’ even againit the accidents of feafons ;. fuch 
as froft, {now, and rains. 

Ap the coatnon broadca% method of fe wing and harrowing, the 
feed that is feattered over the ficld is very wrcqually covered, 
Aome of it not at all, Wrere no birds toeat a grain, all of this lait 
mutt be convwletely deftroyed, either by the froft, or by rains, 
‘which make it burft or wathit of. 'Thefe the birds of Heaven 
fem to have a right to vindicate, forthe farmer bas abandoned 
them, and he has aot even aright to hope that they can fee 
found to his profit» Of thofe that -are flighty covered, we 
may fay, from the bet authority, that 2 immnedistely fpranz

grub, which eats them up, and the flalk withers and decays. 
The rocks have their young at that time, and are vory vo 
racious both for themfelves, and on account of theit young. 
Tl.ey do not go far from their neils if they can find food near 
at hund, and thefe grubs are a favourite food with them. 
For this reafun we think dn eftate with a good reokery, mere
